He next brought a sheet, a bucket of
water and three bottles containing wine, whisky
and alcobol, and explained how these might be
used to effeet her cure. If they were pot used
he warned ber that at 7 o'clock on the morning
of the next day she would begin failing, and at
4 o'cloek 1n the afternoon death’s approach wourld
be realized, and ihat at 9 o'clock the pext morn-
ing the young lady would be dead.

The family vhysician, when sent for, made
lighs of what he thought was a delusion and an
empty dream, and the remedy indieated by the
apparition was not at once applied. The predic-
tions of the vision, however, began to coma true,
and the girl was getting rapidly worse, when the
friehtened parents hastened toapply the remedy
preseribed, only to find an immediate change for
the better, followed by steady improvement.
Yesterday Mies Searfoss was able to be up and
around, and she is now nearly as well as ever.

The affair has caused much speculation in the
neighborhood regarding the value of the spint-
prescription as a means of restoring the young
lady to bealth and nataral vigor.

THE LICK TELESCOPE.
More Hintsof Wonderful Discoveries Already

San Francisco Bulletin.

Prof. George Davidson, of the United States
Geograpbical Survey, aecompanied by several
friends, visitad the Lick Observatory, on Mount
Hamiiton, Saturday evening, by invitation of
Prof. Holden. The night was a splendid one for
observations, but owing to the fact tbat 117 per-
sons were also on the mountain, it being visitors'
pight, no length of time could be spent
at the great telescope, as that is always the
great attraction for wvisitors. It was the
first peep through the 36-inch refractor that
Prof. Davidson bad enjoyed since the comple-
tion of the observatory, and to say that he was
pleased with the experience is only nalf putting
1. ““Yes, sir,” he said to-day, when spoken to
about the matter, it is the greatest and erand-
est instrument on earth. I am oot at liberty to
divulge just now what [ saw and what bas al-
ready been accomplished by the astronomers on
Mount Hamilton. The glory is for the astron-
omers themselves, and when tbey do make pab-
lie their discoveries, whigh I bope will be soon,
Itell you it will astonish the astrooomiecal
world as much as any ooe else. Some of the
discoveries they have made are, in fact so
povel and wonderful that Professor Iolden and
bis corps of assistants are really timid about
anpouneing them to the world nntil they
are entirely satisfied that they really do exist
and are not illasions of some sort. Important
discoveries have been made in all of the depart-
ments—nebulm, double stars, planets, ete,—and
questions which have been subjscis of doubt
and speculation for generations have been en-
tirely put to rest and accounted for. The tele-
scope exceads my most extravagant hopes and
imaginations, and the only way to beat it is to
build a bigger one, put it on a higher monntain,
and in a clearer atmosphere, all of which would
be a difficult combination to get together.”

The Street-Car Mule,
Atlanta Coostitution.

The well-informed strest-car mule knows

when it is time for him to go out on a trip and
sometimes he will assist the stable boy by going
out before he has beea properly harnessed, and
this always creates s bad feeling between the
boy and the mule. The latter gets the worst of
1t as far as blows are concerned, but he manages
to make it interesting for the boy who tries to
catch him. Sueh little episndes as these show
very plainly that thereisa well-developed stratum
of hoamor running throogh the mule and gives
strong evidence of his desire to mix a li-tle play
with bis daily measure of fodder and work.
. Few people, even those who regularly pat-
ronize the street cars, give a thooght to the
eccentricities and intelligence of a well-irained
mule. Few people are aware that the mule
knows all about his work, and, above all other
thiogs, when it is time for him to quit He
does not learn this by looking at the town
eloek, but he evidently keeps a elose count of
the number of trips made each day, and when
this number bas been covered, if, by reason of
auy extra demand for ears, he is harnessed up
for an extra trip, it-usually requires (wo men,
three boys and a base-ball clab tostart him from
the stabie,

The strest-car mule knows every street on his
route, and the more bighly educated they be-
come the greater sssistance they ameto the
driver. Notice one of the old trained veterans
in the mule army of the street-ear service as he
approaches a street corner and observe how he
slows up. The three-minute pace, with which
everybody who rides on a street car is familiar,
is tuned down to a jog trot, and if he sees a
probable passenger approaching the ear he
comes down into & walk and stops at exactly the
right time, and with no suggestion from the
driver, and the brake is not ueeded. Anyold
stroet car driver wiil tell you this, and he will
also tell you that when he has a team of well-
trained mules they watch the streets on both
sides of the track as eclosely as be does himself,
and they always know when to stop.

Old drivers will tell youn how the mules, when
well trained, will elow up when tbef hear a pas-
senger ask for change, and particularlyifitis a
lady. They also listen for the click of the nickel
as it drops in the fare-box, and some drivers as-
sert that the mules alwaysknow how many pass-
engers are on the car, though this is not well
verified.

Thero are exceptiors in mules as well as in
drivers, and oo set rule can be laid down for
the guidance of an obsarving publie who may
perhaps desire to study the pecaliarities of this
public servant.

Boston University has just roceived a bequest
of $£2,500 lefs by a lady who died 1u Frauce last
January. The growth of this prosperous Meth-
odist iostitution is well iliustrated by the fact
that instruction was given during the past year
by 120 professors and lecturers, The 775 stu-
dents came from nineteen foreign countries and
from thirty American States and Territories,

At the recent meeting of the Assembly of the
United Presbyterian Church a memorial was re-
ceived, siened by 2,402 ministers and members,
asking for relief from the action of the Assem-
bly in former years allowing insiromental mu-
sic in public worshin. The Assembly found it
impossible to furnish the required relief, and
referred the memorialists to the action of former
assemblies, ‘‘enjoining sessions to abstain from
divisive courses and uncharitable condaes in
this matter.”

Food and Milk,
Western Rural.

In apswer to a correspondent who asks if
there ia any system of feeding by which a poor
milker can be made a good milker, we would
say 0o, not if she is naturally a poor milker.
There must be a natural development of the
wilk glands, a fact that anybody will recognize
if he chooses to take cognizance ot the every-day
fact that one cow will give more milk than
avother upon the same quastity and quality of
food. If the milk gland is posrly developed,
food will not stimulate it into froe development.
1t is because of this fact that it is of so much
importance to select good cows to beegin with.
The milk gland must be well developed, and it
must bave & natural capability to yield milk.
Then the food is an important consideration. No
cow can give milk without a suflicient supply of
good food, butsome will not give much milk
bowever they may be fed. A paturally good
dairy animal, itis true, will sometimes give
milk opon short and indifferent food, but she
draws upon the fat she has stored up to do it,
and the end will soon coms The quality of
milk depends largely upon the breed and the
animal in the first place. Rieh feeding in-
ereases the total dry matier in milk after that
As & rule, the milk of large milkers conisics
more water than that of small milkers.
